This  school  contains  a  central  hall,  vestibules,  iind 
four  lofty,  well-lifjhted  classrooms,  capal)le  of  hold- 
iuf^  1()()  children.  Dundarave  school  (No.  !J),  just 
erected,  has  two  well-lif^hted,  airy  rooms,  seiitinfj 
HO  pupils. 

These  schools  are  both  modern  in  every  respect. 
Furniture,  fittings  and  sanitary  arranfremeiits  Imve 
all  the  latest  improvements.  The  school  fjrounds  are 
spacious  and  level,  luid  for  rainy  days  a  covered, 
well-ventilated  playj^frou.id   is  provided. 

.\s  a  tribute  to  West  Vancouver  schools. 
Inspector  II.  H.  ^lacKen/ie,  a  provincial  official, 
will  (piestioned  by  a  news])aper  representative  spoke 
in  unmeasured  terms  of  tlie  pupils,  the  schools  and 
the  teachers.  "The  jjupils  have  a  hijfh  stanilin<{," 
he  siiid,  "and  I    was     impressed    by     their    healthy 


appearance  and  mental  alertness.  It  nnist  he  a  tine 
place  in  which  t(»  brinj^  up  children.  'I'he  board 
have  an  excellent  staff'  of  teachers  and  the  attendance 
is  yood." 

Manual  trainin<r  is  about  to  be  added  to  the 
school  course,  and  the  school  board  have  recently 
added  a  library.  Arranfjeinents  are  made  for  the 
receptiori  of  hif^h  school  piijiils  in  North  \'ancouver 
and  \iinc()uver.  "^  the  district  will  soon  rei]uire  a 
hif^h  school,  for  which  a  central  site  has  been 
ac(|uired. 

The  importance  of  churches  has  not  been 
overlooked.  All  the  leadinf;  .ienominations  are 
represented.

MAUINK  DUIVH,  the  main  ait.r.v  »f  W.^t 
N'liiu'oiivcr  for  roiul  traii?«pi)i-tiitii>ii,  i>  liiiilt 
of  a^plialtic  coiicrctc  and  is  a  favorite  run 
with  motorists,  ■.vlio  liave  tliiis  an  easy  wav  of 
travi-rsinfj  the  district,  and  its  conrsc  takes  in  the 
leading  sj'eiiie  features.  This  ch'ive  is  the  northern 
terminus  of  tlie  I'aeitie  llijfhway,  and  li_v  it  eori- 
nec'ted  uj)  witli  the  entire  eoast  from  Mexico  north. 
In  the  f^rouj)  of  photof^raphs  sliown  ah:)ve  ,)ne  jfets 
hut  f^limpses  of  this  road.  View  .No.  1  shows  the 
drive  h)<)king  east  from  !iJ5th  Street.  No.  H  is  the 
reinforced  concrete  hridf^e  over  thi'  Capihim)  Hiver. 
Fr(nn  this  hridf^e  is  seen  tliis  famous  river  as  it 
empties  into  the  Narrows.  Nos.  ii  and  5  show  the 
road  cut  throujjh  tlie  forest.  In  No.  -it  tl.e  roadway 
is  seen  rounchii^  steep  f^ranite  l)hi'"-  which  form  the 
coastline.  In  the  (hstance  is  StanK  .•  I'ark.  No.  (i 
is  taken  near  West  Bay,  and  No.  T  is  West  Bay,  a 
sheltered  and  secluded  buthinf^  spot. 

Cypress  Falls  (No.  8),  while  .some  distance  from 
the  drive,  is  easily  reached  by  a  ^oot-pnth  and  is  a 
delightful   place   for  a   picnic.      No.   9   is   Altamont 


Talk,  with  a  splendid  scenic  \  iew  of  Iji^lish  Bav. 
'I'he  northern  mountains  stand  clearlv  in  view 
throu^iiout  the  entire  journey.  'I'liroui^h  forests 
that  stretch  from  the  water-line  up  as  far  as  the 
eye  can  reach,  the  towerinj;  Doufrlas  fir.  i-edar, 
spruce,  and  here  and  there  on  the  hiwc  r  slop,  s  the 
ma|)le  and  alder,  aH'ord  a  variety  of  coh)r  and  form. 

Running  parallel  and  up  the  hill  slopes  are  niaiiv 
good  roads,  making  possible  the  splendid  gardens 
and  small  farms  located  in  the  district. 

I'aiiks:  .Many  acres  of  land  are  held  throughout 
Hie  nmnicipality  for  public  parks.  .Mtamont  I'ark 
is  fitted  to  become  a  serviceabli-  oj)en  space.  Back 
of  Point  .\tkins()n  lighthouse  are  hundreds  of  acres 
of  virgin  timbered  land,  the  properly  of  the 
.Xdnn'ralty  and  loaned  by  them  to  the  municipality 
to  he  used  as  a  park.  This  when  opened  up  will 
outrival  the  famous  Stanley  I'ark.  owing  to  its 
peculiar  location,  from  where  is  obtained  a  wonderful 
|)anoranKi  o.  the  Gulf  of  (Jeorgia,  Howe  Sound  and 
Knglish  Bay,  and  the  bordering  cliffs,  though  not 
lofty,  are  bold  and  picturesque.

Ihe  munleipal  district  was  rrtateil  in  10U>.  Its  development  has  lieen  uteady, 
rather  than  showy. 

The  water  system  was  installed  in  I91H,  ami  the  same  group  of  mountains  fiiriiishe-. 
iMith  its  supply  ami  the  famous  (.'apiliiiio  supply  of  Vaiirouver.  The  water  is  free  from 
alkali  and  lime.  Its  freedmn  from  eontambiation  is  assured  hy  tlie  stringent  regulation-^ 
gover.iing  the  watershed.  A  well-drawn  pluniiiing  by-law,  bae'ted  by  effirient  insjiettiom 
has  put  tlic  sanitation  of  the  distriet  on  a  sound  basis. 

Men  whose  liusinefs  lies  in  the  eity  have  built  himies  in  West  Vam-ouver  in  order 
to  obtain  that  rural  o-  seaside  quiet  wliieh  they  find  to  be  essential  to  the  |ierfonnanee 
of  thtlr  best  work.  They  eome  am!  go  liy  the  municipal  ferry,  the  I'.  O.  E.  Hallway, 
or  their  private  autos.  Many  of  the  permanent  residents  o.'  this  class  lugan  as  summer 
visitors,  and  made  the  change  after  a  season's  trial.  ThlM  is  the  class  which  Is  Increasing 
most  rapidly. 

Many  have  Iteen  attracted  to  the  district  liy  Its  climate  and  soil.  The  asjieit  is  so 
favorable  as  to  give  West  Vancouier  a  leiiil  of  something  like  a  fortnight  over  the 
nelghiior'ng  areas  as  regards  plant  n'owth.  The  extent  of  forest  conserves  the  water 
supply,  and  in  conjunction  with  tlie  nearness  of  the  sea,  checks  the  extremes  of 
temperature.  Men  of  this  class  are  engaged  In  gardening  or  small  farming.  Their 
number  was  hanlly  suspected  until  the  f\rst  local  horticultural  snow  was  held  last 
year.  This  event  drew  forth  exhiliits  of  flowers,  fruit  and  vet  'tallies  whose  quality 
and  virlety  were  evidence  of  wide  local  activity  in  this  field  of  work.

As  II  scfiiic  trip,  Hu'  fortv-fiv. -iiiimiti'  liilc  on 
the  Pii'-ific  (iri'iit  Kttstcrii  Hailwity  lictwccii 
North  \  iincoiivir  ami  WlivticlifT  is  iiiii(|iu', 
I'vc'n  ill  this  country  of  amazing  sc-iius.  Leaving 
North  Vuncoiivfr,  an  unotistnu'ttcl  view  is  ohtainrd 
o'  Hurrard  Inht  and  thi'  watirfront  of  Vanrouvcr 
(•'  _  Then  skirtinj^  tin-  water's  odj^c  First  Narrows 
arc  passed,  and  tlie  passenger  enjoys  a  "elosf-iip" 
picture  of  Stanhy  I'ark,  folhiued  hy  l',njjlish  Bav, 
with  Point  (Jrey  in  the  distance. 

From  sea  level  at  Dundarave  (No.  i  in  ^roiip 
ahove  shows  nni.iicipal  pier)  theri'  is  a  j^radual  rise, 
and  one  is  carried  throiij^h  much  that  is  heaiitiful 
in  forest  and  ravine,  until  at  Caulfeild  (  Nos.  3  and  5 
are  f^linipses  of  this  heautiful  spot)  and  for  some 
distance  heyond  the  views  of  the  Gulf  of  (leorftia 
and  near  and  distant  lands  arc  unsurpassed  from 
any  other  point.  The  elevation  of  the  track  in  this 
section  also  reveals  numerous  cunningly  hidden  coves 
and  tiny  islands  of  great  beauty,  which  the  traveller 
hy  steamboat  would  never  discover. 

A  few  minutes'  walk  from  Whvtccliff  station  is 


Horseshoe  Hay,  the  gem  set  into  WhyteclitT  town- 
site,  comprising  over  1,2(M)  acres  of  natural  grandeur 
in  horseshoe  design  around  the  rippling  waters,  only 
'ivided  by  a  generous  fringe  of  entici  '  beach. 
(No.  1  shows  a  trail  through  the  woihIs  ngside 
the  beach;    \o.  S,  the  beach.) 

The  beach  and  extensive  park  grounds  are  fri'e 
and  ojien  to  the  public  and  are  provided  with  many 
conveniences,  such  as  bath  house  and  refresliinent 
pavilion. 

Large  and  small  tables  provideil  with  seats  are 
set  anmng  the  park  trees  for  the  use  of  picnickers, 
etc.  There  are  swings  for  children  and  shady  nooks 
for  those  a  little  older. 

Fresh  spring  water  is  piped  from  the  mountains 
right  to  the  beach  i  nd  picnic  grounds.  Boats  are  for 
hire  at  a  reasonable  charge.  The  mouth  of  the  bay 
has  long  been  famous  for  sea-trout  fishing. 

These  and  many  other  features  make  Horseshoe 
Bay  the  place  par  excellence  for  picnics  and  similar 
gatherings,  as  well  as  the  individual  desiring  to  spend 
a  pleasant  day. 


Sports  and  Recreation

Capital  shooting  is  ol)tain('(l  alonj;  tlu'  slopes 
of  the  liollvhurii  Kidf^c  in  tlio  early  part  of  the 
fjrouse  season.  At  certain  times  of  tlie  year  there 
is  very  fair  wild  duck  sliootin^  at  the  slough  to 
the  west  of  tlie  Capilano  Indian  Reserve. 

Chil)  sports  are  represented  hy  tennis,  howling 
and  ha<lniinton. 

Apart  from  hathing,  which  is  carried  or  every- 
where along  the  waterfront  (hiring  the  sunnner, 
aquatic  sports  are  just  beginning  tti  assume  their 
rightful  importance.  Dundarav  has  proved  itself 
an  ideal  centre  for  this  purpose.  Not  only  is  it 
convenient  of  access,  hut  the  eastern  side  of  the  lonii 
wharf  presents  a  fine  stretch  of  sheltered  water,  and 
the  wharf  itself  could  not  he  improved  upon  as  a 
place  from  which  to  watch  aquatic  events.     A  great 


opportunity  exists  for  the  developnuiit  of  yaclitiiig, 
lioth  as  a  sport  and  u  regtlla  iNent. 

Among  rei'reafiohs,  rambling  should  come  first, 
as  ev«'ry  fine  t\n\  proves.  The  cyclist  discovers  his 
chief  opp')rtnnity  on  Marine  Drive;  he  can  enjov 
many  a  plea  ant   run  on  the  shady  northern   i-oads. 

Nor  is  the  cliiTiher  without  resources.  'I'lie  liigher 
peaks  which  are  reached  from  the  Capilano  \  alley 
an'  reasonably  near,  hut  there  is  goo<l  vlimhiiig  to 
he  done  without  leaving  the  municipality  at  all  Th;- 
British  Cohniiltia  !Mount;uneerin^  Club  is  in  the  habit 
of  devoting  o!ie  of  its  regidar  outings  every  vear  to 
Black  Mountain,  tlu  broad  plateau  which  sIuihIs 
behind  the  wc-stern  portion  of  the  llollyburn  llidge. 
The  climb  is  a  long  and  steady  one.  'I'lu'  view  from 
the  top.  however,  .-unplv  repays  the  etfort.  'i  tie 
special  fe'iture  of  the  Black  Mount. till  panorama  is 
the  magnificent  bay  of  Howe  Sound,  dot'.ed  v'.'.U 
islands  large  and  sniall.  Behind  the  I'xpaiise  of  w  lirer 
is  a  wall  of  rugged  and  lof'\  mountaiiis,  ■^■••i.  :ii||v 
impressive  in  the  eally  summer,  when  the  snow  ;till 
enfolds  them. 


Water  Transportation 


THK  forry  siTvicc  between  West  Vancouver  iind 
Vimeouver  is  owned  and  operated  by  the 
municipality,  whicli  has  made  a  point  of  kcep- 
itiff  this  metliod  of  transportation  fully  up  to  its 
recjuirenicnts.  The  fjroup  of  boats  illustrated  above 
demonstrate  this  fact.  The  first  boat  used  was  the 
West  Vancouver  No.  1,  with  a  passenger  capacity 
of  35;  then  the  Sea  Foam,  accommodating  50;  next 
the  Doncella,  with  80.  The  Sonrisa  was  the  next 
installed — she  has  a  capacity  of  130;  and  tlu  n, 
realizing  the  need  of  a  still  larger  boat,  the  West 
Vancouver  No.  5  was  installed.  The  last  three  named 
are  still  in  the  service,  and  at  times  are  taxed  to  the 
utmost.  An  interesting  feature  in  connection  with 
this  service  is  the  fact  that  though  the  boats  have 
travelled  18  hours  per  day  seven  days  in  the  week, 
there  has  never  been  a  serious  accident  or  a  single 
loss  of  life. 

The  trip  from  Vancouver  to  West  Vancouver  is 
a  beautiful  one.  Starting  from  the  wharf  (foot  of 
Columbia  Street,  alongside  North  Vancouver  ferry), 
the  sturdy  craft  passes  out  into  Burrard  Inlet.  Here 
we  sec  Vancouver  harbor  and  "get   a  line"  on   the 


amount  of  shipping  coming  from  and  going  to  all 
parts  of  the  worhi.  The  Narrows,  with  Brockton 
Point  lighthouse,  is  now  reached.  In  passing  through 
the  Narrows  we  sec  on  one  side  the  famous  Stanley 
Park,  where,  as  the  seasons  change,  wonderful  ever- 
changing  foliage  meets  the  eye ;  then  looking  north 
is  a  panorama  of  mountains  and  valleys.  The  Lions, 
Sleeping  Beauty,  Crown  and  Grouse  Mountains 
rising  in  majestic  splendor  to  the  sky.  Next,  the 
mouth  of  the  Capilano  River,  and  in  the  background 
the  Capilano  Vallev.  Further  on,  as  the  boat 
emerges  from  the  Narrows,  we  pass  the  high  cliff- 
wall  of  Prospect  Point.  From  this  point  the  moun- 
tains of  Vancouver  Island  come  into  view,  outlined 
against  the  sunset  sky.  As  the  traveller  or  tired 
business  man  steps  onto  the  pier  at  Ambleside,  his 
impression  of  this  trip  is  one  of  utmost  satisfaction. 

Another  feature  is  the  chartering  for  picnic 
parties  or  moonlight  excursions  of  any  of  the  boats 
not  in  use. 

For  the  residents  of  Dundarave  and  intermediate 
points,  a  motor-bus  meets  the  boats.
